Dr. Roberta van der Voort, group 
vice president of United Way of 
America, will be guest speaker for the 
1983 commencement ceremony at 
Gardner-Webb College. 

Exercises will be held May 14. 

Dr. van der Voort joined United Way 
of America in Alexandria, Va., on Oct. 
1 of last year. She formerly was the na¬ 
tional executive director of Camp Fire, 
Inc. 

As group vice president. Dr, vem der 
Voort is responsible for the National 
Academy for Volunteerism and United 
Way of America’s services outreach 
program. Other areas under her direc¬ 
tion include foundations and endow¬ 
ment/deferred giving progreuns and the 
recently established United Way In¬ 
stitute. 

Dr. van der Voort began her profes¬ 
sional career as director of environmen¬ 
tal education for the Cook County Pub¬ 
lic Schools in PrineviUe, Ore., where 
she received the Outstanding Educator 
Award. She worked for 15 years with 
the Seattle-King Coimty Council for 
Camp Fire as executive director, dis¬ 
trict director and director of camping, 
eimong other key posts. 

She has frequently been interviewed 
throughout the country by the press 
and has appeared on a variety of local 
television and radio programs. 

Dr. van der Voort has led workshops 
and seminars and served as a con¬ 


ference and meeting speaker on more 
than 100 occasions. Topics have in¬ 
cluded management, strategic plan¬ 
ning, organization behavior and devel¬ 
opment, volunteerism, marketing, 
communications, fund raising, group 
dsmamics, personnel, budgeting, pro¬ 
gram, supervision, profit subsidiaries 
in non-profit organizations and youth 
development. 

Dr. van der Voort received her B.S. 
degree and her master of education de¬ 
gree from Oregon State University and 
the Ed.D. degree from Seattle Univer¬ 
sity Leadership, Cognate Studies in 
Business Administration. 


She was a member of Phi Kappa Phi 
at Oregon State University and was 
named 1980 Legendary Woman of the 
World by Birmingham-Southern Col¬ 
lege. 

Dr. van der Voort is a member of the 
National Advisory Board, Youth for 
Understanding, V.I.P. Program; the 
board of directors of the National 
Center for Charitable Statistics; the 
National Congressional Award Board 
of Directors; the American Humanics 
Board of Directors: and the American 
Association of University Women.

College Sets Enrollment Record 


For the third straight year, Gardner- 
Webb College has set a new spring en¬ 
rollment record. Figures for the 1983 
spring semester show 1697 students 
enrolled, compared to 1696 in 1982 and 
1534 in 1981. 

Over the past five years, Gardner- 
Webb’s over-all enrollment has increas¬ 
ed by more than 440 students, nearly 
33 percent, makin g it North Carolina’s 
fastest growing private college. 

“We started out with more students 
in the fall semester than ever, which 
certainly contributes to the increased 
enrollment this spring,’’ said Richard 
Holbrook, dean of admissions and en¬ 
rollment p lanning . Traditionally, col¬ 


lege enrollments drop in the spring. 
But, Holbrook said, “Our retention 
rate has been very good for the spring, 
due to a number of factors.’’ One, he 
noted, is a new developmental program 
designed to aid students who lack suf¬ 
ficient high school backgrounds in 
math, English or reading. 

Also a boon to the college’s steady 
growth is the GOAL (Greater Oppor¬ 
tunities for Adult Learners) program, 
which offers classes at 13 satellite cam¬ 
puses in communities as far away as 
Surry Coimty. 

The college is continually expanding 
and diversifying its academic pro¬ 
grams. The Broyhill School of Manage¬ 


ment, begun in the fall of 1982, a four- 
year nusing program initiated this spr¬ 
ing and a program for the blind and 
visually-impaired, set to begin next 
fall, promise to highlight Gardner- 
Webb’s 1983-84 academic year. 

“They should further enrollment 
stability and growth,’’ says college 
President Craven Williams. “As we 
have grown in numbers, so too have we 
been able to attract students of higher 
academic abilities. Over the last five 
years their average SAT scores have 
increased 153 points. 'The growth in 
both niunbers and quality is most 
pleasing to us.’’ 
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Deaths Of Professors 
Shocks G-W Campus 

The following words of Dr. Richard Wilson, Professor, Department of Religion, 
were Slivered to students, faculty and family members at the February 1, 1983 
Memorial Service. These thoughts express for the President and College Family 
the sentiments felt by all following the accident. 

"Eclipse” 

All of us gathered here this morning,faced last Friday, January 28, with the 
abnipt awareness that our world had been plunged into darkness the night 
before. Friday’s dawn did not bring light; and by mid-aftemoon on Saturday the 
darkness had deepened. Today our world remains in darkness as we remember 
those three from our midst who were lightbearers for us all. Dr. Mike Harrelson, 
Dr. James Henson, and Dr. John Rast carried light for us, for all of us. Indeed, 
each of these not only carried light, but embodied light. 

Tragedy has come between these three and us. Tragedy has eclipsed the light 
they shed and we stand in the shadows of their deaths: chilled, anguished, and 
bewildered. 

Today we would do well to recognize that the light which Dr. Harrelson, Dr. 
Henson, and Dr. Rast so freely gave has NOT been extinguished, but only eclips¬ 
ed. In the days, weeks, and months ahead, as the pain of this tragedy passes, 
their lights will shine again. Their lights will shine in this place ... and in every 
place where they are remembered. 

But today .. . today we are overshadowed. We have the promise of light. Yet 
we stand in darkness. The darkness is real; the anguish is deep; the confusion is 
profound. We look for light but are surrounded by deirkness. 

The words of Martin Luther are poignant reminders of how the hope for light 
and the cold reality of dark sorrow can be felt in the same instant. As Luther 
stood at the grave of his fourteen year old daughter he is said to have cried out: 

Magdalena, Magdalenal 

You will rise and shine like the stars and the sun. 

How strange it is to know she is at peace. 

And yet to be so sorrowful. 

Today we as a community cry out like Luther: 

OhI Our dear friends! 

You will rise and shine like the stars and the sun. 

How stange it is to know they are at peace. 

And yet to be so sorrowful. 

We are a community. A special community. We are a community where lives 
are molded, where lives are shared, and where lives are given. Two weeks ago 
John Rast and I had driven to Gaffriey for a meeting; on the way home our talk 
turned to a new semester and our feelings about Gardner-Webb. We talked with 
excitement about our classes, our students, our colleagues, and oiu* community. 
The conversation ended when John said of this place: 

This is a good place with good people. 

This is a place where one can invest his life. 

This is a good place with good people. And this is a place where Mike Har¬ 
relson, Jim Henson, and John Rast invested their lives. For that reason we are a 
community. A co mm u ni ty in darkness, held together by love for one another. 

Our tragedy may eclipse the light these, our friends, gave, but the shadow of 
their deaths does not overpower the love they gave. It is because they loved so 
much that we hurt so bad. It is their love that we share which holds us close in 
the darkness. In our experience of the past days the words of Paul are proved: 

For I am sure that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor powers, nor height, nor depth, 
nor anything else in all creation will be able to 
separate us from the love ofOod in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. (Romans 8:38-39) 

In the darkness of our sorrow it is the depth of our love for these three that 



creates our anguish. It is our knowledge and assurance of their love for us that 
holds us together. And our experience has proclaimed that in the midst of this 
tragic eclipse, God has been on the dark side with us, suffering with our loss and 
loving us through his pain.

Accident Claims Professors 


Gardner-Webb College faced one of 
the darkest times in its history in late 
January when a traffic accident claim¬ 
ed the Uves of three professors. 

Dr. Michael Harrelson, and Dr. John 
Rast were killed instantly on Jan. 27 
when their truck collided with a car 
about eight miles south of Hickory. Dr. 


James Henson died two days later in a 
Hickory hospital. The three were retur¬ 
ning from teaching duties in Newton 
when the accident occurred. A Spar¬ 
tanburg, S.C. couple also died in the 
collison.

The speaker is a future-looking 
69-year-old, Dr. Garland A. Hendricks, 
who began the directorship September 
15 of the newly created B.E. Morris 
Academy for Christian Studies. The 
academy is located at Gardner-Webb 
College. 

The B.E. Morris Academy was in¬ 
augurated November 7 during services 
at Grey Stone Baptist Church in 
Durham, where Rev. Morris was 
pastor for 21 years. Rev. Morris, 93, at¬ 
tended the event. 

Inauguration services were also held 
at Mulberry Baptist Church in 
Charlotte on November 28, and at the 
Gardner-Webb College convocation 
January 25. Rev. Morris held his mem-

bership at Mulberry Baptist after his 
retirement. 

From 1950 to 1953 Hendricks was a 
professor of church community de¬ 
velopment at G-W, responsible for 
preparing ministerial students for ser¬ 
vice in the immediate area. At that 
time, G-W was a two-year college. 

Under Hendrick’s leadership the 
B.E. Morris Academy plans special 
learning opportunities both on and off 
the G-W campus to assist church and 
denominational leaders in their 
ministries. 

“We invite you to help us under¬ 
stand how we can meet your needs,” 
Hendricks said. “The ministry of the 
B.E. Morris Academy is for you.” 

Hendricks emphasized that the 
academy will seek out from area com¬ 
munities any materials helpful to the 
spiritual growth or development of in¬ 
dividuals, churches, church leaders, 
and Bible students. 

In 1953 after teaching at G-W, Hen¬ 
dricks became professor of church- 
community development and director 
of field work at Southeastern Baptist 
Theological Seminary at Wake Forest 
until returning to G-W to assume his 
new post. 

He and his wife, EsteUe Dabbs Hen¬ 
dricks, will, live in Boiling Springs. 

Gardner-Webb is a liberal etrts col¬ 
lege affiliated with the Baptist State 
Convention of N.C., offering associate, 
bachelor and master’s degrees. The col¬ 
lege is noted for its independence of 
federal funding.

Mrs. Rogers Appointed To Committee On Education 


Mrs. Marjorie Hoyle Rogers, a 
Shelby, N.C. resident and member of 
the Gardner-Webb Alumni Board of 
Directors, has recently been appointed 
to the committee. Citizens Concerned 
for Higher Education. 

According to Mrs. Rogers, who at¬ 
tended G-W from 1946 to 1947, the 
purpose of the committee is to promote 
the continued quality of education in 
the state’s independent colleges. 


Because of the finemcied burden placed 
on private colleges, she said, the or¬ 
ganization is seeking additioneil state 
assistance in the support of students 
who seek a private college education 
and assistance in mmntaining the 
quality programs offered by the 
private colleges. 

“We’re not tr5dng to discourage stu¬ 
dents from going to public colleges,” 
she said. “There are alot of students 


who need the special programs offered 
by private colleges. We wemt to see 
these programs continued and that all 
students have the opportunity to go to 
a private college if they want to.” 

In addition to seeking financial aid, 
the committee is also studying ways to 
raise that additional money. In the 
near future Mrs. Rogers will be talking 
with local state representatives on a 
proposal to raise the out-of-state stu¬ 


dent tuition at state supported colleges 
by $200. Mrs. Rogers feels that this 
would generate enough money to allow 
for increased state funding to private 
colleges. 

Mrs. Rogers is currently serving her 
second term as Cleveland County 
register of deeds. She was elected to 
the office in 1976 and plans to seek a 
third term in 1984.

The 1983 Gardner-Webb CoUege

age students (grades 6-9). The students 
live in the college dormitories and par¬ 
ticipate in an academic program con¬ 
ducted by G-W faculty members. 

The curriculum will consist of 
courses in drama, ecology, French, be¬ 
ginning and intermediate computer, 
tennis and swi mmin g, 

Other features included in the pro¬ 


gram are field trips, cultural activities, 
social events, and guest speakers. 

“The SEE program provides an op¬ 
portunity for gifted students to go 
beyond what they have had in junior 
high school,’’ says Dr. Jim Taylor, 
director of SEE. “They will explore, 
under the gmdance of an experienced 
college faculty, new areas which will 
challenge and enlighten them.’’

G-W To Initiate 


Program 

Gardner-Webb College will add 
another program for the handicapped 
this fall when it initiates a degree pro¬ 
gram for blind and visually impaired 
students. 

The program, which is designed to 
accomodate 10 students during its first 
three years and gradually to provide 
for 20, is made possible with a 
$125,209 grant from the Kate B. 
Re 3 molds Health Care 'Trust. 

Gardner-Webb first began providing 
programs for the handicapped in 1978 
when it modified buildings to make 
them accessible for wheelchairs. The 
college also began offering all its pro¬ 
grams to deaf students that year mak¬ 
ing if one of the few liberal arts colleges 
in the nation to do so. More than 20 
deaf students are enrolled this year. 

Since 1978, a program for the blind 
featuring newspaper advertising as 
well as national, state and local news 
has been broadcast over WGWG, the 
college’s FM radio station. The pro¬ 
gram has recently expanded to include 
reading from books, plays and other 
materieds. Most of the readers are 
students, however some are residents 
of the Boiling Springs community. 

Gardner-Webb is eager to be respon¬ 
sive to special academic needs and to 
find new areas for educational 
service,’’ said President Craven 
Williams. “The visually impaired, like 
the hearing impaired, have had far too 
few options when it comes to higher 
education. That is a primary motiva¬ 
tion for us.’’ 

Dr. Williams said the college feels an 
obligation because of its heritage to de¬ 
velop programs which will offer new 
possibilities for the blind. The Baptist 
Church has a long history of special 
ministries to the deaf and blind, he 
said, as a Baptist college, Gardner- 
Webb is “eager to reflect these special¬ 
ized ministries when they offer an edu¬ 
cational component.’’ 

The Kate B. Resmolds Health Care 
'Trust awarded Gardner-Webb some 
$146,000 last year to establish a school 
of nursing. The foundation, a private 
one located in Winston-Salem, awards 
about $2 million annuedly to non-profit 
organizations to improve health care in 
the state. Funds for the visually im¬ 
paired program will be made available 
over three yeetfs. 

The search is now imder way for a 
program coordinator, according to 
Judith Friedel, director of develop-

ment. Work also is to begin on physical 
modifications to the campus such as 
the braille labeling of room numbers 
and building names and the construc¬ 
tion of guidepaths. The college will pur¬ 
chase braille editions and cassette 
recordings of textbooks and furnish 
each blind student’s room with 
recorders, braille writers and talking 
clocks. A resource room is to be set up 
in the library with special equipment 
for the students, and other supplies 
they need will be available in the 
bookstore. Scholarships will be 
established based on need. 

Dr. Williams estimates that for 
every handicapped student served in 
the deaf program, 10 non-handicapped 
students become involved. He expects 
the same will be true for the program 
for the blind and visually impaired. 

Each blind or visually impaired stu¬ 
dent enreded prohah}y wiU need up to 
75 hours a month in reader service 
which will be provided by the college. 
Students will be trained as readers and 
tutors for the blind students and paid 
the minimum hourly wage. The faculty 
also is to receive in-service training to 
prepare for the students. 

Dr. Williams said that Dr. Logan 
Carson, an associate professor of 
religion, was the first to suggest that 
the college pursue a program for 
visually handicapped students. Dr. 
Carson, who has been blind since birth, 
assisted in writing the proposal to the 
Reynolds Foundation and chairs the 
coordinator-search committee. 

They believe job placement after 
graduation to be essentied to the suc¬ 
cess of the program. “If this program 
cannot in the end help the visually hem- 
dicapped student find employment in 
the outside world, then it is no dif¬ 
ferent than most other t 5 ^e program,’’ 
the proposal states. 

They see the search for jobs for the 
visually impaired students as the 
phase of the program which makes it 
umque to all others. All visually im¬ 
paired students will be given the op¬ 
portunity to work at jobs related to 
their career goals during their four 
years at Gardner-Webb either on cam¬ 
pus or in the community. The students 
also will be assisted in finding employ¬ 
ment after graduation by the program 
coordinator and/or the placement of¬ 
fice.

Sally McMillan, publisher of the 
East Woods Press, a Charlotte 
publishing house that primarily 
publishes cookbooks and travel guides, 
told the audience what a publisher 
looks for in a writer. 

The most important area of writing 
according to Mrs. McMillan is the ex¬ 
pertise of the author. “I find it ab¬ 
solutely essential for my writers to be 
somewhat of an expert on the subject 
matter,” said Mrs. McMillan. The 
author must do thorough research on 
the subject matter but must also 
“breathe individual character into a 
book.” 

Approximately 60 people were pre¬ 
sent on March 2, as Frye GaiUard, col¬ 
umnist for the Charlotte Observer and 
author of Race, Rock and Religion 
spoke on “The call of writing.” 

GaiUard, who is from Alabama, attri¬ 
butes his writing style and his subject 
matter to his Southern roots. “I grew 
up with people who had a powerful 
sense of themselves,” said GaiUard. 
“They were incapable of dealing with 
another human other than being his 
equal.” 

GaiUard later realized the ine¬ 
qualities of the race issue. “What ap¬ 
plied to whites didn’t apply to blacks,” 
he said. 

Because of the civU rights movement 
and the race issue, GaiUard developed 
an interest in religion. “I could never 
understand how the civil rights move¬ 
ment began,” said GaiUard. There was 
no reason to think the movement 
would work.” 


After talking to the daughter of Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, GaiUard realized the 
movement came from religion. “It was 
the only institution blacks were aUow- 
ed to have,” he said. 

During the early 1970’s, GedUard 
moved to NashviUe, Tenn. “Living in 
NashviUe, country music is bombarded 
into your brain,” he said. According to 
GaiUard, it was at that time he realized 
the importance of music as a means of 
reflecting the culture of an era. “Music 
is a reveaUng window on the minds and 
hearts of people,” he said. 

Alumnus On

During registration week John and I talked about the meaning of this 
separating and coming together again among friends. We were touched by the 
way Arthur Schopenhauer interpretted that daUy event. Schopenhauer said: 

Every parting gives a foretaste of death; 

Every coming together again a foretaste of the resurrection. 

We have tasted the deaths of our friends. We await the taste of the resurrec¬ 
tion. They ARE our friends.

The first-place trophy for the largest 
and most prestigious small college bas¬ 
ketball tournament has returned to 
Gardner-Webb for the fifth time. 

The WBTV Carolina Classic has long 
been a source of pride to the college 
whose Bulldogs have claimed the tour¬ 
nament championship for five of the 
eight yeturs in its history. 

Held Dec. 1-4, the 1982 Classic saw 
the Bulldogs defeat four tough oppo¬ 
nents to regain the title they last won 
in 1979. 

First to fall in G-W’s climb to the top 
were the Sabers of Barber-Scotia. Ex¬ 
cellent play by Eddie Wilkins with 22 
points and 14 rebounds and Terry 
Camp, who added 17 points, helped the 
Bulldogs to a 77-72 win over the 
Sabers. 

In a quarter final match against 
Johnson C. Smith, G-W freshman Ben 
Davis and junior Jeff Binns paved the 
way to a 61-56 defeat of the Golden 
Bulls. Davis’ 17 points and Binns’ tim¬ 
ing led the Bulldogs to this comeback 
win. 

Wilkins, with 23 points and 21 re¬ 
bounds, proved to be a big asset in the 


semifinal game against Pfeiffer. Davis’ 
bucket with 6:58 left in the game gave 
the Bulldogs the lead they would not 
relinquish again in an 83-78 win. 

The biggest match-up in the tourna¬ 
ment pitted the Bulldogs against the 
undefeated Limestone College Saints 
in the finals. The Saints entered the 
game as defending tournament cham¬ 
pions and 10-0 for the season, a record 
which included a defeat of the Bulldogs 
earlier in the year. 

Ironically, however, the champion¬ 
ship match, televised by WB'TV, 
proved to be the easiest win for the 
Bulldogs who never trailed in the 
game. The closest Limestone ever 
came to G-W was 16-15 with 13:53 left 
in the first half. 

Rick Kinney scored 18 points and 
pulled down 10 rebounds. Additional 
help came from Camp with 19 points, 
Davis with 17 points and Vincent Jack- 
son with 12 points. 

Wilkins and Camp were named to the 
All Tournament team, and Wilkins 
was voted the tournament’s Most 
Valuable Player.

Johnson Becomes Football Coach 


From the Bulldogs to the Bulldogs, 
Gardner-Webb’s new football coach 
has accumulated a wealth of experience 
in both high school and college ranks. 

Ellis Johnson, 31, was named Gard¬ 
ner-Webb’s new head football coach 
during a morning press conference on 
the campus on Jan. 6. He replaces Tom 
Moore, who accepted the head coach¬ 
ing position at The Citadel after coach¬ 
ing at G-W for four years. 

Johnson, G-W’s fifth head coach, 
came from The Citadel, where he 
coached on the Bulldog staff for the 
spring and fall seasons of 1982. 

Johnson's major responsibilities as 
assistant coach at The Citadel were 
coaching the defensive linebackers and 
recruiting from central South Carolina, 
central North Carolina and southern 
Georgia. 

His coaching experience began in 
1975 after his graduation from The 
Citadel, where he remained as an as¬ 
sistant to coach the defensive ends. 
After a year there, he moved to Gaff¬ 
ney ISjgYk ScVvool and a position as de¬ 


fensive coordinator and assistant head 
coach. His defensive teams at Gaffney 
were always highly ranked in South 
Carolina. 

Johnson coached at Gaffney from 
1976 to 1978 before accepting the as¬ 
sistant coaching position at Spartan¬ 
burg High School. Again, his major re¬ 
sponsibility as assistant was to coor¬ 
dinate the defense. 

Johnson became a head coach for the 
first time in his career when the head 
coaching position became available at 
Spartanburg in 1980. His 1980 team 
went 7-4, and his 1981 team finished 
9-4. 

After two successful seasons as head 
coach at Spartanburg, Johnson de¬ 
cided it was time to move to the college 
ranks and, in 1982, returned to The Cit¬ 
adel to coach the defensive linebackers. 

In his college days as a cadet, John¬ 
son played defensive end on the Bull¬ 
dog team. Three times in his cadet 
pla 3 dng career he was tapped as Bull¬ 
dog defensive player of the week. 


At The Citadel, he was coached for 
two years by Bobby Ross, now head 
coach at Maryland. During another 
two years he was coached by Red 
Parker, now head coach at Delta State. 

“Coach Johnson personifies the 
highest ideals of the coUegiate student- 
athlete,” said Dr. Craven Williams, 
G-W president. “His determination to 
continue a strong winning football pro¬ 
gram is surpassed only by his determi¬ 
nation to promote the educational pro¬ 
gress of his athletes.” 

At Gardner-Webb, Johnson will be 
reunited with four players he coached 
while at Gaffney High School: wide re¬ 
ceiver Allie Bridges, tailback Doug 
Bonner, running back Carroll Dawkins 
and NAIA All-America wide receiver 
Cameron Brooks. 

Johnson, a native of Winnsboro, 
S.C., received his B.A. degree in sec¬ 
ondary education in 1975 from The 
Citadel, where he minored in mathe¬ 
matics. He is the son of John T. John¬ 
son and Ernestine Johnson.

Stuart, a 6-3 
190-pound senior from Warner-Robins, 
Ga., completed 58.6 percent of his 
passes in 1982 as the Bulldogs averag¬ 
ed 265.4 yards through the air. As

History Challenged G-W Alumnus 


When BiU MiUer accepted the task of 
■writing a community history, he felt 
unprepared and uneasy. 

A career in the ministry had taught 
him many skiUs in reading the com- 
plexitites of human behavior on an in- 
rfiinHiml basis, but for the broad view 
of the historian, he knew he feU far 
short. 

Yet MiUer, chaplain of Stowe-Pharr 
Mills in McAdenville, met the 
chaUenge out of a deep commitment to 
the people of his community. Through 
his research, he came to know and 
respect the Uttle town’s past and the 
jvay its pioneers had met earUer chal¬ 
lenges. 

MiUer left his encounter with history 
with old skiUs sharpened and new ones 
developed. 

MUler (Class of 1960) is the author of 
McAdenviUe Spun From The Wilder¬ 
ness, a copy of which he recently made 
available to the Gardner-Webb 
Library. The 189-page book, pubUshed 
by EP Press in Gastonia, reUes heavily 
on recoUections of older residents to 


teU the story of a tightly-knit com¬ 
munity closely related to one of pi^- 
mont North CaroUna’s oldest textile 

native of Matthews, N.C., MiUer 
graduated from Gardner-Webb Col¬ 
lege, Limestone CoUege and Southeast 
Seminarv in Wake Forest. For 6 y 2 year 
terms, lie pastored New Ufe Baptist 
Church in Stanley, Mt. Zion Baptist 
Church in Alexis and McAdenviUe 
Baptist Church. . 

MiUer has served as chaplain at 
Stowe-Pharr MiUs in McAdenviUe for 
the past four years. As the towns 
centennial approached in 1981, com¬ 
pany president, the late WiUiam J. 
Pharr, heard MiUer’s suggestion that a 
community-company history should be 
written before valuable sources of in¬ 
formation were lost forever. 

Pharr agreed. Something should be 
done. MiUer recaUs, “Mr. Pharr smd, 
‘BiU, I want you to do that his¬ 
tory’ ... he insisted.” 

Miller reluctantly accepted the 
assignment. “This was my first ven¬ 


ture in history,” he says. 

Early in MiUer’s research, he found 
there were Uttle or no records. At first, 
he thought he might have reached a 
dead end before he had stmted. 

Then he discovered a rich resource 
vein: people, old people who had Uv^ 
in McAdenviUe and worked in the miU 
most of their Uves. They remembered 
out of their own experiences and those 
of their fathers and mothers. 

“I talked to one lady who was 98,” 
says MiUer. He Ustened intently to 
what she and others had to say. He not 
only took notes but taped the conversa¬ 
tions. 

Out of these recoUections. MiUer 
pieced together the story of how the 
McAden family of Mecklenburg Coun¬ 
ty came to a favorable spot by the 
South Fork River of Gaston County 
and began a textUe plant in the days of 
the great Southern industrial revival. 
The plant stiU has an old Thomas A. 
Edison generator (not operational) and 
MiUer uncovered evidence that Edison 


himself helped instaU the machine in 
1884. A curator from the Edison 
musuem in East Orange, N.J. will vi^t 
the site this spring to inspect the 
generator. 

“You can't separate the mill and the 
town,” says MiUer. “The p^ple have 
always met every chaUenge.” 

Life on the South Fork was not 
always easy and quiet. Floods 
sometimes ravaged the area. Dun^ 
the Great Depression, the n^ clos^ 
for several years. McAdenviUe didnt 
dry up. The people stayed. 

McAdenviUe is known world-wide as 
Christmas town, USA — a name it 
earned by annually stringing 
thousands of Ughts along its streets for 
tens of thousands of visitors to view. 

A series of old photographs help br¬ 
ing the words in MiUer’s book of Ufe. 

Day and night, MiUer dug into 
McAdenviUe history. The research con¬ 
tinued on weekends. The resiUt is a uni¬ 
que account of an equaUy unique place.

Mineral Collection Donated 


Students in James W. Ray’s earth 
science classes in the late 1960s notic¬ 
ed their teacher’s keen interest in 
routine field trips. 

He loved to tramp outdoors and ex¬ 
plore the world’s wonders with them. 
Sometimes he felt more a student than 
a teacher. 

Minereils, especially, caught Ray’s 
eye. He began taking specimens back 
to school and, later, to his home. 

Soon Ray realized he had been bitten 
by the mineral bug. His collection 
grew. 

“It snowballed, or blossomed,” says 
Ray, an instructor at Montgomery 
Technical Institute’s general education 
department. 

Mineral-collecting became an absorb¬ 
ing hobby for Ray. The collection got 
so large he began thinking he would 
share a portion of it with others. This 
led to his decision to donate the 
554-item collection to Gardner-Webb 
College’s science department. 

The mineral list touches base with 
places near and far across the globe.

“I collect mainly for beauty,” says 
Ray. “It’s a hobby—nothing profes¬ 
sional.” 

Ray is a Pennsylvania native and a 
1958 graduate of Western North 
Carolina University. For 15 years, he 
taught in public schools in Virginia 
and North Carolina. He holds a 
graduate degree in social studies from 
the University of North Carolina at 
Greensboro. 

Ray was easy prey to the fascination 
minerals offer; “I grew up in a city,” he 
says. “I had no idea about minerals.” 

The collection began modestly. 
Around, 1974, Ray joined an interna¬ 
tional mineral club. “I really got 
serious then,” he says. “I started 
trading and that started me off.” 

Micro-minerals are Ray’s specialty. 
“I accumulated quite a numl^r,” he 
says. “They were in the basement, 
upstairs, ever 3 rwhere.” Eventually, he 


had between 10,000 and 12,000 
specimens stored > in boxes. He used 
some in school, had a few displays, but 
mostly Ray enjoyed his mineral collec¬ 
tion like others would their coins or 
stamps. 

“They’ve brought me a lot of 
pleasure,” Ray says of his minerals. 
“But I wanted to give someone else 
pleasure. I wanted them to be where 
students could use them.” 

Ray thought of Gardner-Webb where 
his son is majoring in religious educa¬ 
tion. 

Although Ray is parting with part of 
his minerals, his collecting continues. 
The hobby takes him from 
Massachusetts to Kentucky and 
Georgia. Hunting is not as easy as it 
was when he started. Getting into 
quarries is more difficult now with 
some companies tightening controls. 

Still, Ray goes on his field trips, sear¬ 
ching fields and quarries that he finds 
open, eyes - out for small wonders. 
Silver minerals are high on his interest- 
list now. 

Once bitten, the mineral collector 
can’t quit. He is an eternal student.
